The current NC failed to discuss tbe proposal-

This document 
had appeared in "New Left Notes" of 1/15/69 and was 
considered by the leaders to be an important document. 
It was, however, not presented to the NC and it was

— to the attention of the NC. 
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e [oen Bence, the five proposals considered under

NC meeting, which was the factional discord between 
SDS and PLY, 


Id vas also noted that the only coll to action 
was the use of bumper stickers in ^ national compaign 
to boycott the Standard 011 Company. Also even though 
the Ayer =- keen prooos?1 debated and passed in that 
portion of the NC meeting devoted to labor matters was 
ace ted without great enthusiasm and i$ is not known 
what the effect of this proposal will he in terms of 
national SDS. 


Therefore, the lack of program and direction 
for action at the NC wac in a large part a result of 
the great amount of time taken up by PLP and SDS in 
debating theoretical issues. At the final NIC meeting 
it was decided that &n anti-war campaign would begin 
during sometire in May, but this was not to be a nationally 
inspired program, but rather one which would be planned 
and directed fror three SDS regions in the country. Even 
this was not debated at the NC. 


Relations With Other Organizations 
Black Panther Party (BPP) 
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Becauso of the defeat of all its major" 
“issues at this NC, it is not believed that PLP will be 
able to elect a member or sympathizcr:. to one of 
the three national secretary positions in June. Because 
of the complete domination on all thc issues of the 
“SDS leaders, it seems to be a question of whether PLP 
was actually weaker or whether SDS had gained strength 
since the last NC meeting. “he leadership of SDS was 
able to swing the delegates to thoir position on the 
question of the BPP and the National Liberation Front 
(NLF), both which PLP.had strenuously objected to. 
The initial vote on the first day of the NC on the first 
proposal under the "Racism" agenda thorovehly rejected 
the "Workers Student Alliance" position of PLP and from 
that point on PLP was unable to counter EE the 
leadership of SDS, 
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Also the comments in the NC to the effect that 
PLP had had an internal split on the question of nationalism; 
that JOHN LEVIN of San Francisco PLP had been beaten up by 
some PLP members end that ۰. .` JARRED ISRAEL, their 
most cfZeciive spokesman, did not attend this NC all 
provicing an underlining tone of defeatism to the PLP 
pos) tions. 


It is to be noted that the leadership of SDS 
came to this NC meeting in a turmoil as to the strength 
of PLP and possibly some fears as to whethor or not PLP 
would attempt to take over the organization. As each 
PLP proposal was defeated, however, the lcaders of SDS 
decane more and gore confident of their ability to control 
the destiny of the organization.

. The formulations and content of the proposals 
submitted at this NC and the articles which have appeared 
in "New Left Notes" in the recent past, and the comments 
of the source set forth herein reflected the undoubted 
Marxist-Leninist stance of SDS. However, the refusal of 
the organization to align itself as yet with one of the 
three recognized centers of world revolutions, Moscow, 
Peking or Havana, is unusual. The open and unhesitant 
hostility and their categorization of the Soviet Unior as 
an imperialist power, places the CP, USA in an untenable 
postion with SDS as an outmoded nonrevolutionary organiza- 
tion representative of the"old left." 


It is interesting to note that the vote in favor 
of China at the NC meeting was regarded by SDS more in the 
light of a censure of the Soviet Union than as a pro-Chira 
sentiment (even though the proposal/originated with PLP). 


1 This statement is reflective of their position 
at this time even though they have accepted certain concepts 
of NAO Ts^-tung and in particular the main tenet of the 
primary contradiction as that between the imperialistic 
countries and the oppressed nations. This certainly points

There 
remains within SDS, however, a fraternal ccnrade relation- 
ship with Cuba because of their ability to stand up to 
and combat United States imperialism. However, the theories 
of the Cuban revolution as written by RIS DE BRAY, in 
which the primary emphasis is accordod to accion rather 
than the formation of a Marxist-Leninist Party as the 
initial ingredient to the revolution, is coming under 
some question among the leadership, due to the fact that 
the current struggle with PLP shows their need for 
Marxist-Leninist guidance in deveioping revolutionary 
program.

Cver the past few months, SPS has developed a 
correct transitional strategy for itse:r.

nations against U.S. imperialism, and ¿hal all ovr actions 
must flow irom out identity as part of an interrational 
Struggle against U.S. imperialism.
